a referred the provision to be made for the widow & 
family of YI Your Majesty's late Minister of 


Public Instruction to report upon the circumstances, 
that have led to the. Sale of the House, partially 
erected by that late much lamented Minister, to his 
Successor I'r Armstrong for the sum of $5000. while it 
had cost $8859.77. thus entailing on Your Majesty's 

J Treasury an apparent loss of $3.659.77 cents. 


In undertaking this duty I have to express ny 
great regret at the absence of Your Majesty's Chief 
Justice the Honourable William Zee, who was a Member 
of the same Comittee, and who, adding tn his 
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knowledge of the facts, his well established probity, & 
his clear judgment, might have reported, upon this subject, 
in a way more lucid & convincing than can be expected from 
so humble an individual as Your Majestyts Minister of 
Foreign Relations ‚Feeling as I do, strongly, upon this 
point, & as the question is one, not only affecting the 
character of your present Minister of Public Instruction, 
but more or less, that of every member of this Council, I 
crave Your Majesty's gracious permission to submit this 
report, to Your Majesty's Chief Justice before it receive 
the final confirmation of Your Majesty's Couhcil. 


It will be in the recollection of Your Majesty & of 
this Council, that Mr S. N, Castle addressed a letter to 
your Majesty. on the Ist December 1847, respectfully repre- 
senting to Your Majesty that the late Mr Richards had 
requested hin, in conjunction with Mr Judd, to settle 
up his worldly affairs, ~ that Nr Judd had’ declined to act 
~ that after cancelling the claims upon Mr Richard's es- 
tate, there would remain to wr Richards & her children, 
only the unfinished house commenced by Mr Richards & about 
$500 in cash & that that house with nearly or quite suf- 
ficient materials for its completion (the window sashes 
being already made, & the roof framed, and Verandah also, 
including the sum paid into Your Majesty! s Treasury, for 
the deed of the land) had cost about $4,200., as might be 
seen by an account of the expenses kept by Mr Richards & 
completed by Mr Castle. It will also be recollected taat 
under these circumstances, and the destitution of Mrs 
Richards & her Daughters, of all means adequate for their 
support, Mr Castle, on their behalf, concluded his state- 
ment, with" a humble prayer, that Your Majesty would take 
into serious consideration the then destitute and distres- 
sed circumstances of that most deserving but deeply afflic- 
ted family. 


It pleased Your Majesty on the 2d of December 1847 to 
nominate a Committee, to whom was reférred 
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the above letter from Mr Castle; that Committee invited 
him to make specific suggestions, in reply, on the 6th 

of September, he respectfully represented to the Committee 
that the late Mr Richards, was by several years, the Senior 
Foreign Servant”of the King, second to none in his entire 
devotion to Your Majesty's interests,- that he had sacri- 
ficed himself to the welfare of the Hawailan Nation, that 
after 15 Years of Missionary Service, by special request 
of Your Majesty, & your Chiefs, in the Spring of 1838, he 
had entered Your Majesty's Service as Political Teacher 
and Chaplain; that in July 1842, leaving his wife and 
friends he had embarked on a Mission to the Governments of 
Great Britain, France and the United States, which, so far 
as possible, had secured the stability of Your Majes ty's 
Government & the welfare of your Subjects, and that from 
that eminently: successful Mission, he had returned on the 
25rd of March 1845. 


From services so long, so varied, and so useful Mr 
Castle justly asserted his belief that whatever might" 
with propriety be asked for or received by any other 
Foreign Servant, might with still greater propriety be 
accorded to "y Richards, his widow & children, the more 
especially, as from the commencement of his public Services 
he had not received a compensation, at all commensurate 
with their value, & in fact, in place of endeavouring to 
provide for his wife and family, after the increase of his 

salary (which was only from tne lst July 1846) he still 
avowed his intention, after providing himself with a 
dwelling house to devote all beyond an economical support 
to the good of Your Majesty's native subjects. 


And on the 7th December 1847, Mr Castle in a letter 
addressed to Mr Judd, on behalf of the bereaved widow, 
offered to surrender to Your Majesty's Government the house 
commenced by her late Husband, all the materials collected 
to finish it, & the title Deed from your Majesty for the 
sum of $4,200- that she was to be allowed to make up that 
sum to the amount of $5000, and that the Treasur: was to 
receive that amount as a Deposit for 
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her use bearing interest from the 15th November 1847, at 
the rate of ten per cent per annum, payable quarterly 


On the 11th December 1847, Your Majesty's Committee 
having all thes® data before them, Brenn) to Your 
Majesty the Report, which I beg Your Majesty's permission 
to read. 


It remains thus established that up to the date of 
11th December 1847 when that Report was unanimously 
approved of by Your Majesty in this Council $4,200 was 
considered to be the true value of the House of the late 
Mr Richards, & all of all the materials that he had col- 
lécted to complete it. 


Your Majesty will remember that after the lamented 
death of Mr, Richards, a project was on several occasions 
brought before this Council by the Premier and Mr Juad to 
demolish the house entirely and to apply the materials to 
some other building, in a different locality, alleging 
that it stood in the way of extending a new Street between 
Your Majesty's grounds, and those belonging to Washington 
Place; and Your Majesty will also remember, that I always 
objected to that project as lacerating to the feelings of 
Mrs Richards in her affliction, and as a waste of the 
public money, to make a street that would encroach upon 
the privacy of the ground reserved for Your Majesty's 
use, without being of any benifit to the puolic, 


Finally at the Privy Council of the 27th of January 
1848, the following Resolution was unanimously passed. 


RESOLVED that the Premier be, & he is hereby empowered to 
erect a Court House, suitable for all the Judges in Hono- 
lulu, and also for the Legislative Chambers, on the lot 
near Mr Marshall's, & to work up for that purpose the 
materials employed in and collected for the completion of 
the house belonging to the late Mr Richards. I would 
say respectfully , it is for the Minister of the Interior 
to explain, why that Supreme Resolution of Your Majesty's 
Privy Council, was not carried out, as it ought to have 
been, unless it had been rescinded, of Which I have no 
recollection. 
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In place of carrying out the above Resolution by 
referring to the account, presented to this Council by the 
Registrar of Public Accounts, it will be seen that between 
the örd of January 1848 (only seven days after that 
Resolution and the 20th December 1848 $4459.77 were 
expended in finishing that very house, for which expendi- 
ture I am not aware that any Proper authority can be shown. 


On the 7th June 1848, it was unanimously resolved by 
your Majesty and the Members of this Council, that Mr 
Armstrong should have the house of the late Mr Richards 
for the yearly rent of $500. That yearly rent at the 
rate of 12 per cent per annum, is the interest of $4,115.67 
cents. That therefore, and no more was the price, that 
the privy Council, in its wisdom, fixed upon the house, 
on tae Yth June 1848. But on turning to the account 
rendered by the Registrar of Public Accounts it will be 
found that besides the $4,200 its original cost as taken 
from lirs Richards, between the 2d of February 1848 and 
said date of 7th June, the sum of $2.677.97 cents had 
already been expended upon the house, of which no informa- 
tion whatever was given, at said Privy Council. 


Further on referring to the Minutes of the Privy 
Council, 1 find the following resolution, recorded without 
any explanations whatever, under the date of 5 May 1849. 


RESOLVED that the House now occupied by Mr Armstrong the 
Minister of Public Instruction, be solá him, for $5,000 
he to pay $1,000 per annum till the debt be extinguished. 


On the 23rd April, I had obtained Your Majesty's 
gracious permission, to be absent from the meetings of the 
Privy Council, until after I had completed the Commissions 
Instructions &c. to Mr Jarves whose Mission. to the United 
States and Europe, had been resolved on that day. Conse- 
quentiy I was not present on tne 5th of May 1849 when the 
above Resolution was passed, nor can I state whether the 
Members of the Privy Council concurred in that vote, with 
or without the knowledge that between the 7th of June 1848, 
& the 5th of May 1849, there had been a further expenditure 
upon that same house of $1.781.80 cents, thus completing 
the total sum above mentioned of $4459 77 cents expended 
without any adequate authority that I am aware of. 
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Y 
If that additional expenditure was not mentioned to 

tne Members of the Privy Council who attended the meeting 
of 5th May 1849, then it is clear that they voted for the 
sale of the house to Mr Armstrong for $5.000, what had 

cost them only $4.200 in fact that the Treasury was gaining 
$800 by the operation,& that whereas they had agreed on 

the 7th Jume 1848, to let the house to Mr Armstrong for 
$500, Yearly, they were now making him a “price, that let 
out at 12 per cent per annum would produce $600 Yearly. 


There is no evidence whatever that Mr Armstrong 
himself, had any knowledge, that the house had cost the 
Government any thing like $8.559.77 cents nor can the 
slishtest imputation attach to him, for any thing, he has 
done, or permitted to be done, in regard to that house, 


That the whole proceed ings in regard to the 
house have been i:regular, since the solemn Resolution of 
Your Majesty in Council, on the 27tn January 1848, before 
quoted, is self apparent, but the blame of that irregulari- 
ty, does not rest with Mr Armstrong, nor ought he and his 
family to suffer now, from its effects. 


Besides it is not to be forgotten that by the 
Resolution above quoted, the Government, had contemplated, 
indépendent of Mr Armstrong, all the Loss between the 
value of the House as it stood, whan taken over from Mrs 
Richards, and the value of the mere materials, as they 
might be saved, and applied elsewhere, to the Court House, 

& Legislative Assembly Rooms then ordered. It is not to 

be forgotten that 55000 was perhaps the full market value 
on the 5th of May 1849, of the house made over to Mr 
Armstrong, irrespective of any sum that it might have 

cost. Nor is it to be forgotten that I offered Kr Skinner's 
House (Eden) for Government offices at the price The house 
and lot cost me, and that had a high value been put to Mr 
Armstrong upon the house of the late Mr Richards, he would 
naturally have declined it, and applied to me for Eden 
House, which at that price, is, in all conscience, cheaper 
than Mr Richard's house was at $5000. For all these reasons 
I crave Your Majesty's permission to propose the following 
Resolutions. 
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RESOLVED that through all the proceedings in regard to 
Mr Armstrong's house, since the 27th January 1847, 
have been irregular he is entirely Free from any 
blane, in the matter, and that the Sale to him of the 
house on the 5th of May 1849 for $5000 is hereby 
confirmed 


RESOLVED that the Registrar of Public Accounts is _ 
ordered to charge the $3,659.77 cents loss to the” 
Government on that ii as per his Exhibit No 1 of 
ölst December 1849 to Profit and Loss account, re- 
cording in the Journal, & copy of these two Resolu- 
tions to explain the entry, in all time coming. 


MAY IT PLEASE YOUR MAJESTY, I cannot conclude this 
Report, without adverting to the fact, that Mr Arm- 
strong for many months, declined the offer of the 
honorable Post of Your Majesty's Minister of Public 
Instruction upon the followin’ grounds. Viz; 


That having been sent cut to promote religion & 
education among Your Majesty's subjects, he objected 
to apply his energies to any other object. 


That the abandonment of the Mission, and the entrance 
into political life, tended tc discredit the Mission- 
ary body to w:ich he properly belonged. 


That as a husband and father, it was a serious con- 
Sideration, for him to sacrifice the claim that they 
had to a provision, by the Board, to which the length 
of his Missionary services entitled them. 


That by abandoning the Mission, he would lose a com- 
fortable home for his family, and that he had no means 
to build a house for them. 


Mr Armstrong made other objections, but these were 
he Chief, 


That he made them with ree. earnestness and sincerity 


that while Mr Judd, Paki, and oth ners, fully admitied 
that Mr Armstrong was the best man, for the successor 
of Mr Richards, they contended that it was altogether 
to overcome his objections & therefore proposed Mr 

C. B. Andrews. 


Your Majesty's Chief Justice, His Excellency Cove: nor 
Kekuanoa & I, considering that it was a matter of 
great importance to Your Majesty's Government, to 
obtain the services cf the best man 
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for so important an office, persisted in our efforts to over- 
come his scruples. I made a representation upon the subject 

to the Board in the United States, as well as to several of 

his Missionary Brethren, and I, well knowing Your Majesty's 
goodness of heart, even went so far as to pledge my assurance, 
that if it should please God to remove him, soon from his family; 
after becoming Your Majesty's Minister of Public Instruction, 
Your Majesty, would make a provision for them, more than equal, 
to what they, under a similar bereavement, would have enjoyed, 
byremaining in the Mission. 


Mr Armstrong at last yielded, but I must do him the justice of 
declaring, that he was not moved thereto, by the arguments 
addressed to the temporal interests of his family. What in my 
belief, decided him, was the consideration, that in his new 
office, he might establish on a firm basis, the general educa- 
tion and morality of Your Majesty's native subjects, and support 
the great cause of religion and Christianity, holding an equal 
balance between Protestants and Catholics, in that spirit of 
brotherly love and charity, which ought to unite all who look 

to Jesus, as tne only Redeemer of all the fallen sons of Adam, 


I cannot conclude this Report, without adding that 
Your Majesty's former winister of Public Instruction laid the 
foundation of the civilization and good civil Government of 
Your Majesty's Kingdom, and that he died after nineteen years 
of public service to Your Majesty, under circumstances of 
honourable poverty, of which the history of other Kingdoms 
affords few examples. 


I have no doubt if God spares his Successor Mr 
Armstrong, he will most zealously and efficiently contribute 
to finish what Mr Richards began, BO as egually to entitle his 
family, if God should take / him away from them, to a 
similar provision for their temporal wants, to that recommended 
for Mr Richards family in the Report which has been read. 


Reverting to the account of the House presented by 
the Registrar of Public Accounts, there appears to have been 
expended

between the 34 of February 1848, and the 20th of 
December same year, upwards of $3,100 in labour alone. 
Unless these accounts have been carefully audited, it 
might be well to request MY Jarrett to go carefully 
over them, in connection with the labour bills pre- 
viously paid by the late MY Richards, for it does seem 
extraordinary that $4.459.77 cents should have been 
required to finish a house, which was nearly completely 
erected, and all the materials bought and collected 
before he died. I remember well, that the late Mr 
Richards repeatedly stated that his house would cost 
within or very little over $5000. 


Mr Bates moved the following Resolutions as amendments 
to those suggested by Mr Wyllie in his Report. 


RESOLVED that though the exoenditures upon the house, 
purchased of the Representatives of the late 
Mr Richards, were unauthorized and contrary to the 
Resolution of the 27th January 1647, the same is 
hereby sanctioned, and it is ordered that the 
difference between the debt of the Government and 
amount to be received for the same being $3.659.77. 
shall be passed to the debit of profit and Loss. 


RESOLVED that the purchase of the House By Mr . 
Armstrong for the sum of $5000, though less than the 
cost of the same, was an honorable transaction and 
entirely approved by the Privy Council.

Mr Armstrong brought forward Torbert's apvlication 
of 9th & 14th of February, for the land on which he 
has made a road, from his plantation to the sea, with 
a certain portion of Sea Coast, for Whar“age and 
Stores, reserving the rights of the natives, offers 
$68 for 68 acres Road & 3200: for less than one acre 
for wharf lot. 4 


After considerable discussion, the following Resolu- 
tion was passed 


RESOLVED That the Minister of the Interior is autho- 
rized to grant to L. T, Torbert a title in fee simple 
for a strip of land 3 chains wide, extending from his 
farm in Ulupalakua in Homaula, Maui to the sea side 
on which he had made a road at his own expense con- 
taining about 68 acres; for the consideration of $68, 
to grant also to said Torbert a fee simple title for 
14% chains, on the shore extending said road for a 
landing for $300. Both pieces of land are granted 

as described in Survey submitted to P. Council this 
day. 


The rights of natives on the shore are reserved to 
them in fee simple. 


The above road and landing is not included in the 
land sold to Torbert & Wilcox on the

dation of the King to consider of a Successor to Mr 
Hopkins, wished the members of the Privy Council to 
think if they, or any one of them could suggest any 
individual fit for the purpose.

Mr Wyllie submitted certain notices, respecting the 
King's Birth Day, which were sanctioned & sent off to 
Nr . Hall . 


Mir Wyllie reported the substance of his conversation 
with Judge Andrews, upon the subject of his undertak- 
ing the duties of government Interpreter, Translator & 
Secretary of the Privy Council, 


The “ing and Council were of opinion that lir Hopkins 
should go on interpreting this day and that Mr Wyllie 
should be empowered to invite Mr Andrews to attend 
the next Council, on trial, and that if he should 
ceive satisfaction and consent to act, the terms to be 
offered to him, should be considered afterwards. 


The King then handed two sealed Despatches, one from 
Mr Hall, with applications for loans, and Yr Jarrett's 
letter of 14th February, applying for the office of 
Auditor. 


Mr Hall's paper having been read, Mr Wyllie started a 
question in regard to the legality of such loans. 


After some discussion the question was referred to 
Mr Bates as the King's Attorney, under the following 
Resolution 


RESOLVID.that it be referred to Mr Bates as the 
Attorney of the King's Government, to report in writing 
at his earliest convenience upon the question, whether 
under the Constitution & Laws of this Kingdom, it be 
lawful to lend out the public monies to any parties 
whatever, that the consideration of Mr Hall's applica- 
tion for Loans, made through the Treasury Department 
be postponed till after the receipt of Mr Bates afore- 
said Report. 
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Mr Wyllie then read “ir Jarrett's application, which 
Mr Hopkins carefully Interpreted to the King and 
Chiefs. 


After some discussion upon the subject between the 
King and Chiefs, Mr Wyllie stated that as far as 
concerned his Department, it was quite true that Mr 
Jarrett had done the duties of Auditor, since the 
date of Paty's resignation; it appeared from Mr 
Jarrett's letter, that he had done the duties in 
other cases, in regard to his general efficiency, 
they were all Judges of that, and even if they were 
not, the returns already presented by him, on various 
occasions, sufficiently proved it. Therefore in re- 
gard to the principle of rewarding lr Jarrett for his 
extra labour, he thought, no doubt could be enter= 
tained, but as to the amount of what that remuneration 
should be, he would prefer having the opinion of 
others before stating his own. 


Mr. Bates explained his. views of the onerous and 
responsible duties performed by “Mr Jairett, and his 
conviction that he deserved an increase of -Salary. 


The King, Paki, Kekuanoa and Kanaina, all 
expressed a strong opinion of the value cf Mr. 
Jarrett's services. 


After some further discussion, on motion of 
Paki seconded by Kanaina the following Resolution 
was passed. 


RESOLVED that the Salary of “r Jarrett be raised to 
$2,500 from the date of 1 January 1849, in conse- 
quence of his having performed the dutics of Auditor 
since that date. - that is that besides his present 
Salary of $1,500, he receive the $1000 appropriated 
by law to the office of Auditor,so long as he performs 
the duties of the latter office. 


Mr. Bates then read Mr French's letters 

+o Mr Wyllie, applying for an increase of 
Salary, accompanied with a statement showing, that 
under the present rise of prices, his present salary 
did not enable him to live with decency. 


Mr. Wyliie then explained his views, and after some 
discussion, on motion of Mr Paki, seconded by Mr. 
Kanaina the following Resolution was passed . 


RESOLVED, that the Salary of the Glerk of the Minis- 
ter of Foreign Relations, be one thousand dollars per 
ennum, from the date of the first of this month.

RESOLVED that the Minister of the Interior be and’ is 
hereby authorized to grant a patent in fee simple to 
Charles Gordon Hopkins for all the Goverment lands, 
situated and lying between, the land called respective= 
ly Kahuku and Kawela in Koolauloa, Cahu, he paying 

for the same the sum of $1.000 in 18 months from the 
date of the patent. 


MrBates said he would be prepared to submit his

Mr Hopkins interpreted the Minutes into Hawaiian 


The Minutes were approved of with the above amendment. 


Mr Wyllie begged leave to make known to His Majesty 
the following news; 


Those in Wetmore & Cryder's letter of ilth December 


" "Mr Barclay's note, without date, generally 
the views Of New Zealand papers about the conduct of 
the French ditto. ditto. by Mr Eldridge from Lima, 
and the report through Mr Rothchild's Agent in San 
Francisco, that the French Government, disapproved, 
in toto, of the conduct of M. Dillon, and were going 
to try Admiral de Tromelin by a Court Martial, 


Mr Bates then read the opinion he had prepared upon 
the legal question submitted to him yesterday, which 
was interpreted by Mr Hopkins 
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To His Mjesty in Privy Council. 


The undersigned pursuant to the Resolution of 
the P. Council passed on the 20th inst. has had under 
consideration the question, whether the Minister by and 
with the consent and concurrence of the Board of Finance 
has the power under the statutes of this Kingdom to loan 
out monics that may accumulate in the Public Exchequer, 
and would respectfully submit the following, as his 
epinion 


Upon a close and careful perusal of the English 
version of the Laws of this Kingdom, I am constrained to 
say, I find no specific power granted any where for the 
loaning of the funds of the Government. The only provi- 
sions of the Statute from which such a power may be in- 
ferred are found in Section VII page 183. Section III page 
185 & Section II page 193. 


The first Section to whicn I refer, declares "The 
Minister of "Finance shall be personaliy accountable, in 
virtue of his high "Commission, for the custody and safe 
keeping of all the monies "paid at any time into the 
Exchequer from any sources of Royal "Revenue &c." It is 
entirely at the discretion of the Minister of Finance 
therefore to provide for the custody and safe keeping of 
all the funds that come to his charge, and I can therefore 
see no legal objection to his depositing them, into the 
hands of any party he may think proper, provided he can sọ 
control them, as to meet any requisition for their "approp- 
riation & disbursement" pursuant to the Laws. It certainly 
was not the intention of the Act, granting to him the 
custody of the Public Funds, that he should keep and pay 
out the specific coin received, and in case he is always 
ready to meet all legal requisitions upon his Department, 

I find no statutory prohibition to his disposing of the 
funds in his hands as he may deem proper, 


Having that right, at his peril, he might negotiate for 
their safe custody for a fixed time, granting the use of . 
them as a compensation for their custody, He would of 

make such an arrangement at his own risk of being called 
upon for their disbursement, before they were to be re- 
turned to him, and in case such should be the case he 

would make himself personally responsible 
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for embezzlement, beyond that I do not see how he would 
make himself liable, 


Now if this proposition is true (and I see no legal objec- 
tion to it) the Minister of Finance would not violate his 
legal duty, should he loan out the Public Funds upon time, 
for interest, should they be rcturned before they are 
wanted for "disbursements and appropriations pursuant to 
the Laws" and should he account for the interest received, 
I can see no moral obliquity in such a transaction. 


I am therefore clearly of the opinion that the 
Minister of Finance, has the legal right, in his discre- 
tion, to loan the Public Funds to any person, he may deem 
proper, subject to be held personally accountable in 
virtue of his hign commission "for the disbursement and 
appropriation "thereof pursuant to the laws." 


But having the legal right, I think it would be very 
unwise for him under ordinary circumstances to exercise it, 
without the concurrence of the Board of Finance, 


By reference to Section III page 185, to which I have above 
referred, it will be seen that the better to regulate, and 
conduct the financial operations of this Government, the 
Privy Council shall form and is (thereby) enacted a Board 
of Finance "and that" it shall be the duty of the Minister 
of Pinance to devise "and recommend measures to be laid 
before the said Board." 


From this provision it is to be inferred it was the 
intention of the Legislature to limit the powers of the 
Minister of Finance, (though it is not so declared) in 
providing for the custedy and safe keeping and deposition 
of the Public Funds not required for immediate use, and 
though there is no positive enactment to the effect that 
the Board of Finance is to be a check upon that officer, I 
think a general neglect to seek the concurrence and appro» 
val of that Board, by the Financial Department, in the 
disposition of the surplus monies of the Government, would 
be unwise and in contravention of the evident design of 
Parliament.

Having regard to these objections, to the sale or 
lease of the wharf applied for, Your Committee are 
glad to announce that Chief Justice Lee, out of 
respect to the feelings of the Chiefs, voluntarily 
withdraws his application. :

Kekuanaoa objected to the amendment

title, if they were cut off from all other privileges, 
would be of very little value; he was disvosed, there- 
fore to grant the request. 

After a long discussion, the King and several of

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We the undersigned, salute you as your Servants with 
kindness; and we humbly make known our report, as those 
whom you Com-issioned with the great Seal, according to 
law to be Your Privy Consellors in matters relating to the 
prosperity of your Reign. 

Whereas, much time has been spent in Seeking a 
division of the lands of the Landlords, as prescribed by 
law, that the Governments third might be separated; and a 
third remain to the Landlords; But this has not passed in 
the Privy Council,because a new topic has been introduced; 
a Topic foreign to the subject, Viz that in case a fee 
Simple title to each man who resides on the lands of the 
Landlords, they are still to have the rignt to so up for 
firewood and get grass, and fish in the Seas of the Land- 
lords; But such is not the law in Section 5, Book 3, Page 
72, of the law to organize the Judiciary of the Tawaiian 
Islands, È 

Hence, there is a difference of opinion between two 
parties in the Privy Council, and it has been agreed by 
both parties, to refer the matter to the Kirg, and Chiefs, 
to enquire what will satisfy the Landlords, and the peo- 
ple, on all the lands, and put an end to the difference of 
opinion that

Kapeau, replied they were, but that they wished an 
appropriation for assistant Governors 

Mr. Wyllie said, they had resisted the appointment in 
the Legislature, and that now they could not help themselves 
till the Legislature should meet again, 

Kapeau said it was the Representatives of the people, 
and not the Governors who had see Ge appointment. 

The King said He contemplated putting His House in 
order and wished the plate = belonging to the Government, 
to be under the responsibility of the Chamberlain. The 
King Said He had named Namapelua the keeper of His Privy 
purse, and St John His Steward. 

The King intimated that he would leave on Thursday 
with the Queen, and wished to know if Fr Young could be 
spared to accompany Him after scme conversation it was 
agreed, that Mr, Young should go, and that if any necessi- 


ty for his presence should arise his would be sent for, 
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Mr Wyllie asked ir, Armstong to read to the King, the 
paragraph about the Chamberlain, Namakeha and St John, to 
see that all recorded was right.
